It also requires
SAVA to compare and contrast options to redesign the Teachers' Retirement System.

Intent

The information provided in response to this RFI will be used to estimate the likely cost, resources
available, and assistance needed for SAV A to obtain plan design/actuarial consulting servicesto
complete the tasks assigned in HB No. 659. Although responses may be used to help SAV A draft an RFP
and gauge interest in providing expertise, this RFI is being sought strictly for the purpose of gaining
knowledge of available services with an estimate of their corresponding costs and should not be
construed as intent, commitment, or promise to acquire the services or solutions offered. No contract
will result from any responseto this RFI. SAVA will not pay for any information requested in this
RFI, nor isit liable for any cost incurred by the vendor.
